Soviets Charge

MOSCOW (AP) — The smoul- 


dering 
Soviet-Chinese 
border 


quarrel flared. ..up^Wedaesday. 
The Russians Accused the Chi- 
nese of provocatively breach- 
ing the border. 


"The Chinese side," said the 


Soviet government news agen- 
cy Tass, "has for some time 
continuously and systematically 
been violating the Soviet-Chi- 
nese border, often in a crude 
and provocatory form." 


Tass cpnceded some adjust- 


ments in the border may be 
necessary, but did not give any 
examples. 


Most of the border was laid 


down in czarist times, often with 
the aid of Russian troops, and 
the Chinese have never formal- 
ly recognized that the Russians 
are right. 


Publicly, 
the Chinese have 


been silent on the matter in re- 
cent months. But 
Westerners 


here suspect the Chinese may 
be waiting for an opportune mo- 
ment to air the border question, 
perhaps in a big way. 


There have been reports of 


border skirmishes and troop 
movements, 
but nothing 
has 


been announced officially. The 
Tass statement did not reveal 
how the Chinese may have been 
violating the border. 


Although Tass 
accused 
the 


Chinese of violating the border, 
it 
maintained that 
basically 


there is no quarrel between the 
two countries. 


"The only question involved

ments," Tass said.

Gemini Spacecraft 
Rocketed Into Orbit 


U.S. Clears Hurdle To Two-Man Shot 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla.. (AP) 


— An unmanned Project Gemini 
capsule was propelled into orbit 
by a Titan 2 rocket Wednesday 
and the. United States got a fly- 
ing start toward 
a goal of 


launching two astronauts into 
space in a similar craft late this 
year. 


Analysis of data on Wednes- 


day's flight and a second un- 
manned firing scheduled in the 
summer will determine whether 
the manned 
mission will be 


achieved in November or De- 
cember as planned. 


The powerful Titan 2, making 


its debut as a space booster, 
lifted off at 11 .a.m. after a per- 
fect countdown and hoisted the 
7,000-pound spacecraft into an 
orbital path ranging from 99.6 
to 204 miles high. 


We've got an orbit! It's a 


beaut " said the operations di- 
rector, Walter C. Williams, just 
six minutes after blastoff. 


Williams told a news 'confer- 


ence later the high point was 21 
miles higher than desired be- 
cause 
of 
faster-than-planned 


booster speed. But he said that 
on a manned mission, the astro- 
nauts easily could correct this 
with their on-board fuel supply.

Lake trout fry in 
New Hampshire were killed by 
DDT, he said, and fry mortal-

Seventy- 
eight persons aboard the two 
planes escaped injury.

Once the ra ce to the Trea sury ’s do o rs beg a n 
in ea rnest, it wa s no t o bv io us whether it wa s 
co in co llecto rs, shrewd specula to rs o r just pla in 
ba rg a in hunters who swelled the ra nks. Nev a da 
ca sino s co ntinued to o rder la rg e shipments o f 
ca rtwheels fo r their ta bles a nd slo t ma chines. 
But the Trea sury wa s a t lea st pa rtia lly 
respo nsible fo r the sta mpede.

A jou rnali.stic co llea g ue who publishes weekly a nd 
monthly papers said when it was all over: "W hat 
marvelou sly intellig ent kids. 
Where do they a ll 
disa ppea r to when they g et o ut o f co lleg e? ” 


To participant and grou p cixirdinator Harold Howe, 
principal of the Scarsdale High School in .New \ ork’s 
W estchester Cou nty, the most impressive gripe present­ 
ed by the stu dents concerned cu rrent system.s of selec­ 
tion for college.

WASHINGTON — Sen, Clifford 
Case, R-N.J., has made an im­ 
portant point regarding a dou ble 
morality standard for m em bers of 
Congress as compared with other

a bill calling u pon all 
Senators and Congressmen to dis­ 
close 
their 
property 
holdings, 
their law clients, and other pe­ 
cu niary interests. 
Congress, he 
says, m u st not set u p one stand­ 
ard for itself, another for Bobby 
Baker. 
This colu mn, as far back as the 
Tru man Administration, has u rg­ 
ed a single standard for all pu blic 
.servants. Harry Tru man, toward 
the end of his Administration, 
ordered all mem bers of the Ex­ 
ecu tive Branch to fill in a qu es­ 
tionnaire 
listing 
their 
stocks, 
bonds, contracts, and other ou t­ 
side interests. Bu t Tru man cou ld 
not requ ire Congress to follow the 
same procedu re. 
Since that tim e, the abu ses of 
the 
dou ble 
standard 
have 
in­ 
creased, u ntil 1 detect a growing 
lack of pu blic confidence in the 
Congress.

MacArthur Story May Never Be Fully Covered 


WASHINGTON — Mu ch will he 
written 
abou t General 
Dou glas 
M acArthu r, bu t the story may 
never be fu lly covered. Eor his 
was a life and career that health 
not alone with the m ilitary side, 
bu t with m any other activities 
of government, in which he had 
the keenest interest, 
Many of u s who. as newspaper­ 
men, covered the War Depart­ 
ment in 19 16 often sat across the 
desk listen^ig to Major MacAr­ 
thu r. He didn’t wear a u niform— 
it was not cu stom ary in the pre­ 
w ar days. With his feet on the 
leaf of a desk, he talked freely 
as he disposed of the m ilitary 
bu siness of the day and then pro­ 
ceeded to ask qu estions abou t 
what was going on at Capitol Hill. 
He wou ld argu e abou t the tariff 
and abou t other pieces of legisla- 
lation pending in Congress. He 
wanted to know the reaction of 
the reporters, and he offered his 
own ideas. 
Major M ac.\rthu r was the ex­ 
trovert type of individu al, sociable 
and popu lar, and tho.se of u s who 
spent evenings with him rem em ­ 
ber his congeniality. Bu t all of a 
su dden, 
ju .st 
after 
the 
United 
Stales entered World War I in 
19 17. the you ng major grimly told 
the newspapermen that he was 
going overseas. 
He confidently 
predicted he wou ld someday be 
back as a brigadier general—a 
rank which his father had held— 
and he added 
” .\s you l(K)k down the corri­ 
dors of this bu ilding, you will see 
the old men qu ickly replaced by 
the vou ngei ones, for w ar is a 
you ng m an's bu siness.” 
On that same day, as .'^ome of 
the newspapermen expressed re­ 
gret to the .Secretary of War. 
Newfon I) 
Baker, that su ch n 
capable officer who had handled 
press relation:^ in expert fashion 
was leaving at a critical moment 
in pu blic affairs. Mr, Baker said 
“ 1 
know you are 
right, bu t 
Major M ac.\rlhu r wants to go 
o\cr.seas. and I can't blame him. 
1 ventu re the prediction that some 
day he'll come here as Chief of 
Staff of the Army.” 
’Ihis prediction wa.s indeed fu l­ 
filled 
Bu t when General .Mac- 
.\rlhu r retu rned to the War De­ 
partm ent, he was a changed in-

dividu al. He had been wou nded 
twice overseas. He had come face 
to face with the awfu lness of 
war. He never w as again the 
jovial person he had been in 
earlier days. He becam e su bjec­ 
tive, His particu lar interest, how­ 
ever. in pu blic affairs was u n- 
diminished. 
Once, du ring World War 11. 
when the late General George 
M arshall, Chief of Staff of the 
.Army, retu rned from a visit to 
.Au stralia, some of the newspaper­ 
men asked him pr» valely how he 
thou ght General MacArthu r was 
doing as com mander of forces in 
the Pacific He replied; 
"Very fine, very fine. Bu t. of 
cou rse, he s very mu ch interested 
in w hat's going on politically — 
he always has been ” 
Perhaps some of this same in­ 
terest was to come to the su rface 
in 19 51. when the minority leader 
of the Hou se of Repiescntativcs, 
Joseph W 
Martin Jr.. wrote to 
General MacArthu r and said; 
"In the cu rrent discu ssions on 


foreign policy and over-all strat­ 
egy many of u s have been dis­ 
tressed that, althou gh the Eu ro­ 
pean aspects have lieen heavily 
emphasized, we have been with­ 
ou t the views of you rself as com ­ 
m ander in chief of the F ar E ast­ 
ern Command 
. . . . 
"I wou ld deem it a great help 
if I cou ld have you r views on this 
point, either on a confidential 
ija.sis or otherwise” 
General MacArthu r r e p l i e d 
withou t 
happening 
to 
specify 
whether or not his views shou ld 
be kept confidential. He left that 
to the discretion of the minority 
leader of the Hou .se. In his letter. 
General MacArthu r said that his 
viev4s and recommendations with 
respect to the situ ation created by 
Red China’s entry into the w ar 
again.st u s in Korea had been su b­ 
m itted to Washington 
in m ost 
complete details. He added that 
generally these views are "well 
known and clearly u nderstood, as 
they follow the conventional pat­ 
tern of meeting force with maxi-

They felt that the I nited 
States shou ld bomb the Red Chi­ 
nese bases above the Yalu and 
prevent the air force of the enemy 
from covering it.s grou nd troops 
in' its invasion m arch sou thward 
in Korea. 
President Tru m an did not have 
any personal animosity toward 
General MacArthu r. In fact, in 
the pu blic statem ent on April 10, 
19 51, relieving him of command, 
Mr. Tru m an said that "General 
M acArthu r’s place in history as 
one of ou r greatest commanders 
is fu lly established” 
A 
tu rn 
of 
fate 
might 
have 
cau sed Cîeneral MacArthu r to be­ 
come a political figu re, possibly 
President. He did deliver, indeed, 
the keynote speech at the Repu b­ 
lican National Convention in 19 52, 
which nominated General Eisen­ 
hower. There were reports cu r­ 
rent at the tim e that he wou ld 
have liked the Presidential nomi­ 
nation himself. Bu t General Mac­ 
Arthu r was prim arily interested 
in poHtica! ideas and principle.s.

If I were voting in Pennsyl­ 
vania, as I once did, I shou ld 
probably vote for Scott as against 
his likely Democratic opponent.

The Senator u sed that prestige 
in both Washington and H arris­ 
bu rg, in which latter place in 19 54 
he secu red a pardon for Nicholas 
Marcello, convicted of robbery of 
a liqu or warehou se and su bse­ 
qu ently deported to Italy. 
Scott appeared before the Penn­ 
sylvania pardons board for only 
fifteen minu tes du ring the Re­ 
pu blican Administration of Gov. 
John Fine, and told the Pennsyl­ 
vania Pardons Board that Mar­ 
cello wou ld apply for admission 
to the United States, hu t that 
"su ch procedu re wou ld have to be 
handled by someone other than 
m e” 


Scott’s $2.000 Fee 


Whereu pon Scott tu rned rou nd 
and introdu ced a private bill in 
the U.S. Congress to permit M ar­ 
cello to retu rn 
to 
the United 
States. The bill passed and Mar­ 
cello retu rned 
Scott was paid a fee of 
It i.s a criminal offense for any 
m em ber of Congress to receive 
a fee for introdu cing private leg­ 
islation or for that m atter any 
legislation at all—even if paid 
throu gh a law firm. Scott’s alibi 
i.s that the $2,000 was for getting 
the pardon, not for intrwlu cing 
the private bill. However, a $2,000 
fee for a fifteen-minu te appear­ 
ance before the Pardon Board is 
not peanu ts. 
F'u rlhermore, 
if.s 
difficu lt to draw the line as to 
where the pardon fee stopped and 
the private bill fee—if any—-be­ 
gan. 


Certainly the pu blic has a right 
to know the fu ll facts and have 
ju st as thorou gh an investigation 
of the case as Sen. Scott wants 
of the Bobby Baker case. 
This 
colu mn favors both. 
The fact that Sen. Scott wa.s 
charging a high enou gh fee to 
em brace both the pardon and the 
private bill was demonstrated in 
another pardon case which he 
handled. 
Incidentally, 
when 
qu estioned 
abou t the Marcello case he had 
said; "This w^as my only appear­ 
ance before the Pardons Board in 
some years of law practice." 
However, the records show that 
in 19 49 , Scott also appeared be­ 
fore 
the 
Pardons Board when 
another 
Repu blican. 
Jim 
Du ff, 
was Governor of Pennsylvania, 
and at that time made a plea for 
lx;on Hcliner, sentenced to eight- 
to-sixteen years for stealing $320,- 
000 worth of alcohol. He was able 
to get Hellner’s sentence redu ced 
to eight-to-fou r years. 
Scott 
charged 
Hellner $1,500. 
Fou r years later. Hellner was 
released on the plea of another 
Attorney, Garfield W. Levy, who 
charged him only $50. 
This is one small chapter in the 
backstage story showing how in­ 
flu ence works both in Washington 
and state capitals if you are a 
Congressman in high position.

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A Silver Rush 
In The Treasury 


Much attention was drawn to the silver rush 


on the treasury and the almost complete deple- 
tion of silver dollars from its vaults. Much of 
the stampede resulted from the contagious spirit 
«f collectors and non-collectors alike who sense 
someone else may be getting a bargain. 


Once the race to the Treasury's doors began 


in earnest, it was not obvious whether it was 
coin collectors, shrewd speculators or just plain 
bargain hunters who swelled the ranks. Nevada 
casinos continued to order large shipments of 
cartwheels for their tables and slot machines. 


But the Treasury was at least partially 


responsible for the stampede. Hidden away all 
these years in its vaults were sacks upon sacks 
of old Morgan type silver dollars for which 
collectors have been paying a premium on the" 
open market. Many of them are believed to be 
still worth more than face value, although the 
silver dollar market at this point is in a state 
of confusion. 


So, all these years, while the government 


has been scratching just to break even, (and 
failing about 9 times out of 10), right there in its 
own cooky jar was a pot of gold, or a reasonable 
facsimile of one. 


What other treasures might abound 'in the 


endless labyrinths of government, just waiting 
lor the prospector to strike? After all, if 1879 
silver dollars can remain overlooked in some 
hidden niche of the Treasury since they were 
sent there by the Carson City Mint-^closed since 
1892 — who knows what other treasures of the 
past might be brought to light by an expedition 
sent into the catacombs?

Students Jell On Teacher 


WINDSOR, Conn.— The politician's answer to the 


ills of American education almost invariably boils 
down to one thing: money from Washington. But ,it 
may be significant that during two days of a student 
f 


lloquim, held here at the Loomis School with seventy- 
d high, school and preparatory school boys and girls 
)m all over the United States In attendance, the 


politician's favorite cure was not mentioned once. 


It may have been the way the key questions were 


phrased, or it may have been that students, who are 
already in high school senior year, take the money 
end of things for granted. Nevertheless, all the big 
gripes of the boys and girls centered on the quality of 
U. S. secondary education, which in many respects 
they found sadly wanting. 


The Loomis coltoquim marked .what is probably 


the first instance in the country's history in which 
high school students from points as far apart as 
Melbourne, Fla., and Los Angeles, Calif., have been 
brought together to talk about their 
education. 


Your reporter visited around, spending some time 
•t each of four panels. The talk produced no final 
answers, but it was free, fierce and uninhibited. 
A journalistic colleague who publishes weekly and 
monthly papers said when it was all over: "What 
marvelously intelligent kids. 
Where do they all 


disappear to when they get out of college?" 


To participant and group coordinator Harold Howe, 


principal of the Scarsdale High School in New York's 
Westchester County, the most impressive gripe present- 
ed by the students concerned current systems of selec- 
tion for college. The dissatisfaction was expressed in 
various phases. 
Students came down hard on the 


"over-scheduling" of certain high school courses that 
the colleges deem necessary for entrance. A Finnish 
student who was critical of American over-scheduling 
remarked that he had actually had more time to 
concentrate on a specialty in a Finnish school that 
required him to take twelve courses a year than he 
had in the U. S. in a school demanding only four. The 
difference, he said, is that a Finnish professor of 
mathematics, for example, does not regard his course 
as the only important thing under the sun. He paces 
his assignments in such a way that it allows a student 
time to read an occasional book on his own, or to 
experiment with painting or poetry. 


The grading systems fostered by college prepara- 


tory demands were also attacked. The students did 
not object for the most part to some sort of distinction 
between good and bad. But they exhibited a good deal 
of resentment about the bases for marking, such as 
"multiple choice" quizzes (which were attacked as 
calculated to discourage subtlety and fine distinctions 
en the student's part, and hence penalize the brighter 
students who know that we don't live in a yes-or-no 
world). The boys and girls came down hard on the 
sort of achievement tests that have to be scored on a 
machine, proclaiming that such examinations are no 
true reflection of ability. 
Most modern tests, the 


students argued, produce students who study teachers, 
not subjects. The student who is adept at analysis of 
the type of question that may be expected from a 
given teacher is the one who receives the good marks. 
He may know little about a subject in its broad aspects. 


What all this seemed to add up to was a case 


for the old-fashioned essay type of examination, in 
which the student fc compelled to draw upon his 
•wn resources of memory, logic and creativity. The 


riuwf o* the essay would, presumably, be done 
somebody other than the teacher, which would 


eliminate in -built favoritism toward the type of 
student wh* merely regurgitates the teacher's own 


A curious feature of the colloquium- was that most 


of the students had no objection to the positive teach- 
ing of values that, sometimes goes under the name of 
Indoctrination. However, many of them objected to 
direct indoctrination such as results from specialized 
courses on civics or "democracy." "You learn more 
about values," said one student, "by reading Dostoyev- 
aky's "The Brothers Karamazov' and thinking over 
what the characters mean." The students were against 
having religion or patriotism shoved down their throaU, 
but were al] for reading the important . books that 
constitute the Christian and the western heritages. 


So it went, an exciting two days. The students were 


certainly thinking, even though their conclusions may 
«tiU be debatable.

Harry Truman, tosvard 
the end of his Administration, 
ordered all members of the Ex-

side interests. But Truman could 
not require Congress to follow the 
same procedure. 


Since that time, 'the abuses of 


the. double standard have in- 
creased, until I detect a growing 
lack of public confidence in the 
Congress.

must be a public confidence in 
Congress 
if we are 
to make 


democracy work. 


Since there seems to be scant 


support for Sen. Case's plea for 
a wider probe of Senators engaged 
in extracurricular activities, this 
column will undertake to report 
on some of them. 


MacArthur Story May Never Be Fully Covered 


WASHINGTON - Much will be 


written about General Douglas 
MacArthur, but the story may 
never be fully covered. For his 
was a life and career that deallh 
not alone with the military side, 
but .with--many other .activities 
of government, in which he had 
the keenest interest. 


Many of us who, as newspaper- 


men, covered the War Depart- 
ment in 1916 often sat across the 
desk listening to Major MacAr- 
thur. He didn't wear a uniform- 
it was not customary-in the pre- 
war days. With his feet on the 
leaf of A desk, he talked .freely 
as he disposed of the military 
business of the day and then pro- 
ceeded to ask questions, about 
what was going on at Capitol Hill. 
He would argue about the tariff 
and about other pieces of legisla- 
lation pending in Congress. He 
wanted to know the reaction of 
the reporters, and he offered his 
own ideas. 


Major MacArthur was the ex- 


trovert type of individual, sociable 
and popular, and those of us who 
spent evenings with.him remem- 
ber his congeniality. But all of a 
sudden, just after 
the United 


Stales entered World War I in 
1917, the young major grimly told 
the newspapermen that he was 
going overseas. He. confidently 
predicted he would someday be 
back as a brigadier general—a 
rank which his father had held— 
and he added: 


"As you look down the corri- 


dors of this building, you will see 
the old men quickly replaced by 
the younger ones, for war is a 
young man's business." 


On that same day, as some of 


the newspapermen expressed re- 
gret to the Secretary of War, 
Newton D. Baker, that such a 
capable officer who had handled 
press relations in expert fashion 
was leaving at a critical moment 
in public affairs, Mr. Baker said: 


"I know you are right, but 


Major MacArthur wants to go 
overseas, and I can't blame him. 
I venture the prediction that some 
day he'll come here as Chief of 
Staff of the Army." 


This prediction was indeed ful- 


filled. But when General Mac- 
Arthur returned to the War De- 
partment, he was a changed in-

dividual. He had been wounded 
twice overseas. He had come face 
to face with the awfulness of 
war. He never was again the 
jovial person he had been in 
earlier days. He became subjec- 
tive. His particular interest, how- 
ever, in public affairs was. im- 
dimmished. 


Once, during World War II, 


when the late General George 
Marshall, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, returned from a visit to 
Australia, some of the newspaper- 
men asked, him privately how he 
thought General MacArthur was 
doing as commander of forces in 
the Pacific. He replied: 


"Very fine, very fine. But, of 


course, he's very much interested 
in what's going on politically — 
he always has been." 


Perhaps some of this same in- 


terest was to come to the surface 
in 1951, when the minority leader 
of the House of Representatives, 
Joseph W. Martin Jr., wrote to 
General MacArthur and said: ._ 


"In the current discussions on 


foreign policy and over-all strat- 
egy many of us have been dis- 
tressed that, although the Euro- 
pean aspects have been heavily 
emphasized, we have been with- 
out the views of yourself as com- 
mander in chief of the Far East- 
ern Command . . . . 
. "I would deem it a great help 


. if I could have your views on "this 


point, cither on a confidential 
basis or otherwise."

be kept confidential. He left that 
to the discretion of the •minority 
leader of the House.

But, 
while they recommended that he 
be relieved of his command in 
Korea, where he was acting for 
the United Nations, they did not 
propose that he be taken away 
from his duties as commander of 
Ihermilitary occupation in Japan, 
'in which post he had done an 
outstanding job. 


These same military chiefs had 


previously agreed with the ideas 
of General MacArthur in their 
private discussions of American 
policy. They.felt that the United 
States should^bomb the Red Chi- 
nese bases above the Yalu and 
prevent the air force of the enemy 
from covering its ground troops 
in- its invasion march southward 
in -Korea. 


President Truman did not have 


any personal animosity toward 
General MacArthur. In fact, in 
the public statement on April 10, 
1951, relieving him of command, 
Mr. Truman said that "General 
MacArthur's place in history as 
one of our greatest commanders 
is fully established." 


A turn of fate might have 


caused General MacArthur to be- 
come a political figure, possibly 
President. He did deliver, indeed, 
the keynote speech at the Repub- 
lican National Convention in 1952, 
which nominated General Eisen- 
hower. There were reports cur- 
rent at the time that he would 
have liked the Presidential nomi- 
nation himself. But General Mac- 
Arthur was primarily interested 
in political ideas and principles. 
He will be remembered, however, 
not as a man with political ambi- 
tion but as a military genius.

Let's begin with the most vig- 


orous Republican member of the 
Senate Rules 'Committee, Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania, a likeable, 
better than average Senator who 
formerly served 
in the House, 


also as Tom Dewey's chairman 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 


If I were voting in Pennsyl- 


vania, as I once did, I should 
probably vote for Scott as against 
his likely Democratic opponent, 
Judge Michael Musmano. 


Before doing so, however, I 


should want the Senator to ex- 
plain certain conflicts of interest 
whicfc smack of influence-peddling 
not too different from that en- 
gaged in by Bobby Baker. 


In Philadelphia, Sen. Scott is 


a member of the law firm of 
Obermayer, Rebmann, Maxwell 
and Hippel, and did not join that 
firm until after he was already 
elected to Congress. 
In other 


words, the firm embraced him 
after he had attained a position 
t. prestige and influence in Wash- 
ington. 


The Senator used that prestige 


in both Washington and Harris- 
burg, in which latter place in 1954 
he secured a pardon for Nicholas 
Marcello, convicted of robbery of 
a liquor warehouse and subse- 
quently deported to Italy. 


Scott appeared before the Penn- 


sylvania pardons board for only 
fifteen minutes during the Re- 
publican Administration of Gov. 
John Fine, and told the Pennsyl- 
vania Pardons Board that Mar- 
cello would apply for admission 
to Ihe United States, but that 
"such procedure would have to be 
handled by someone other than 
me." 


Scott's $2,000 Fe« 


Whereupon Scott turned round 


and introduced a private bill in 
the U.S. Congress to permit Mar- 
cello to return to the United 
States. The bill passed and Mar- 
cello returned. 


Scott was paid a fee of $2,000. 
.It is a criminal offense for any 


member of Congress to receive 
a fee for introducing private leg- 
islation or for that matter any 
legislation at all—even if paid 
through a law firm. Scott's alibi 
is that the $2,000 was for getting 
the pardon, not for introducing 
the private bill. However, a $2,000 
fee for a fifteen-minute appear- 
ance before the Pardon Board is 
not 'peanuls. 
Furthermore, 
it's 


difficult to draw the line as to 
where the pardon fee stopped and 
the private bill fee—if any—be- 
gan.

000 worth of alcohol. He was able 
to get Hellner's sentence reduced 
to eight-to-four years. 


Scott charged Hellner $1,500. 


Four years later, Hellner was 
released on Ihe plea of another 
Attorney, Garfield W. Levy, who 
charged him only $50. 


This is one small chapter in th« 


backstage story showing how in- 
fluence works both in Washington 
and state capitals if you are a 
Congressman in high position.

Arnold Beichman has written 


a smashing denunciation of wire- 
tapping, laser beams, truth-telling 
drugs, and all the other new mir- 
acle detection devices in the Spec- 
tator. I have my ' own miracle 
electronic device, the Public Re- 
lations Man Detection Finder, and 
when I fed Arnold's article into 
it, it lit up blood red and blared: 
. "Now hear this! Now hear this! 
Public relations men underfoot! 
Whooooooooie! Whooooooooie!" 


I really must quiet that mach- 


ine. It isn't as if a public rela- 
tions man were a land mine. Still, 
my machine is a pretty remark- 
able gadget. Along with all that 
screaming, it tapped out the fol- 
lowing warning: 


"Time and Newsweek have had 


articles on all the electronic lis- 
tening and recording devices in 
(he same issue. Somebody's plant- 
ing the stuff. Spectator piece is 
aimed at intellectual and upper 
echelons of society, maybe gen- 
erates a few books." 


In his article Beichman writes: 


"The powerful Association of the 
Bar of the City of New York, 
headed by former Attorney-Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell, will hold 
a three-day conference starting 
May 24, which will seek to assess 
the extent to which recent scien- 
tific developments threaten the 
essential balance between the 
needs of society and the competing 
needs of institutions and individ- 
uals for privacy." 


I fed that paragraph into my 


machine's Lawyer Thought un- 
scrambling process. The machine 
typed out: "As a general rule, 
American lawyers are against 
convictions and even against in- 
dictments.

When I fed this para- 
graph into my electronic Public 
Relations Detector and Computer, 
it grunted. (The new model B-« 
grunts. The old model A-7s sneer.) 
The machine tapped out the fol- 
lowing: 


"I would like to show you a bit 


of tape from an old-fashioned pr*>- 
electronic 
detection 
machine." 


Straightway it tapped out: "My 
God, look at that dress! I know 
she can't afford it. Who is she 
trying, to impress? 
Obviously,

An all-round standout who stands about 6-2, Williams 


first attracted the college scouts' attention as a sophomore 
two years ago. He picked West Virginia over countless 
schools including the University of Cincinnati.
